The domestic contract is for the desirable milling grades 
of United States wheat and the bonded contract is for the 
standard export grades of Canadian wheat in bond. 

The deliveries are at Buffalo, the eastern terminus of the 
Great Lakes navigation. The movement of wheat through 
Buffalo each year varies from 125,000,000 bu. to 175,000,000 
bu. More than half of the Canadian export movement 
moves through Buffalo. 

At Buffalo the grain is available for distribution within 
a comparatively few hours for export via any Atlantic port 
from Montreal to Newport News. 

Grain is stored in Buffalo elevators, licensed by the 

Board of Managers of thesNew York Produce Exchange, 
under bond satisfactory to the Exchange. All grain is under 
the supervision of the New York Produce Exchange Grain 
Inspection Department. The American grain is. inspected 
under the United States standards and the Canadian grain is 
delivered on the original Dominion inspection. 

Contracts are for 5,000 bu. with smaller amounts traded 
in. Indemnities are provided for both contracts. 

Commissions for non-members are %c per bushel for 
5,000 bu. lots. 

A strongly organized Clearing House has been formed to 
clear all contracts. This association has a guaranty fund to 
protect contracts in addition to original and market margins.
